The system of Field 
Oversight v/hich was inaugurated by 
the Commandant, after Court Sessions 
of the most cautious investigation, has 
proved itself a reasonable and practical 
policy, with results far-reaching and 
beneficial- Although the strides of 
advance that were expected have not 
been fully realized, the pressure on the 
smaller corps has been wonderfully 
lightened. 

The experiment arose through the 
increasing difficulty of keeping a self- 
supporting society in little spots with a 
population insufficient lor its main- 
tenance. It was therefore suggested 
that the smaller corps should be 
arranged in groups in charge of the 
Field OlHcer and his lieutenants, who, 
having fixed quarters for liimself in one 
locality, should be responsible for the 
whole district, continually rotating 
from place to [ilacc, whilst each village 
should possess its own brigade, one 
flag, and one local offieef, shouldering 
its finance, billeling its officer, and 
stabling his horse during his passing 
visits. 

In this, as in alino.?t every direction, 
the shortage of officers has told against 
us heaviiy. The great need has been 
more men. It was feared at the out- 
start there might be much diflScuhy In 
acqiiirins rigs, and to supply the men 
with hn-qps.

A FEW THOUGHTS ON THE CANAOfAN

In connection with the Women and Child- 
ren's Social and Rescue Institutions Mrs. 
Booth lias isiucd an excellent booklet of Rules 
and Regulations for the Officcis ; whilst the 
large copy of Home Uulcs, for nailing to the 
walls, has been most warmly commendtd by 
the authorities, who eveiywhete arc learning 
to appreciate more and more the assistance of 
the Salvation Army in dealing with the ilis- 
posal of the criminal classes, and helping lo 
stem the tide of poverty and sin.
